The Movies Encourage Crime, 


Endorse Sin, Teach Lust 


IV. THE MOVIES TEACH WICKEDNESS 


Not only are the themes of the movies bad, but the 
conclusions the pictures draw are bad. The American films 
are not only about wickedness, they favor wickedness. They 
not only show nudeness, but they show it as desirable, 
show it as if it were decent! They not only show crime, 
but they teach that crime pays! They not only show crimi- 
nals, but they show them as brave men and women, as 
romantic, adventure-loving, admirable people, who, after 
all, are not so bad. And in the movies, they get away with 
their crime! The movies are a school of sin and the teach-.. 
ing and precepts of the movies on the whole are bad. 


This is the conclusion of the twelve groups of scien- 
tists, educators, psychologists and sociologists who made 
a detailed four-year’s study of moving pictures in America 
to learn what happened when people go to picture shows, 
what they see, what they remember, what results the 
movies have. 


What more could you expect under the circumstances? 
The actors and actresses of the screen are not godly men 
and women. They are, as a whole (with some exceptions, 
we trust) immoral, unfaithful to marriage vows, a drink- 
ing, gambling, dissolute lot. They are, as one of their re- 
porters and partisans says, in a world by themselves where 
Hollywood “never has known the meaning of prohibition,” 
where Hollywood ‘never has regarded it a sin for a girl 
to have an affair’ (Dan Thomas, movie reporter-column- 
ist). Then this kind of people, not fit to be the associates 
and examples and teachers of Christian people, are put in 
pictures supplied by producers whose only object is wealth, 
and whose only motive is greed. Then with such people, 
and with such motives, they are made to display pictures 
centering on sex, love, crime, and war! The evil result is 
inevitable. 


What do you suppose that drinking people would teach 
about drink? What would you expect lustful movie stars, 
who cannot live with the same husband or wife more than 
a few months without divorce, would teach on the divorce 
question? These incontinent men and women who dress 
indecently, or rather undress indecently, who delight in the 
exhibition of their nude bodies, what would you expect 
them to teach about nudeness? And especially since greed 
and notoriety are the strongest motives known to motion 
picture producers and actors? The questions answer them- 


selves. When the themes of the movies are bad themes,

We are constantly on a stretch, 
if not on a stra’n, to devise new 
methods, new plans, new organi- 
zations to advance the church and 
secure enlargement and efficiency 
for the Gospel. This trend cf the 
day has a tendency to lose sight 
eof the man, or sink the man in 
the plan of organization. God’s 
plan igs to make much of the man, 
far more of him than of anything 
else. Men are God’s method. The 
Church is looking for better meth- 
ods; God is looking for better men. 


What the church needs today is 
not more machinery or better, not 
new organizations or more novel 
methods, but men whom the Holy 
Ghost can use—men of prayer, 
men mighty in prayer. The Holy 
Ghost does not flow through meth- 
ods, but through men. He does 
not come on machinery, but on 
men. He does not ancint plans, 
but men—men of prayer. 


Talking to men for God is a 
great thing, but talking to God for 
men is greater still. He will never 
talk well and with rea] success to 
men for God who has not learned 
well how to talk to God for men. 


It is necessary to iterate and re- 
iterate that prayer, as a mere hab- 
it, ag a performance gone through 
by routine or in a professional way, 
is a dead and rotten thing. Such 
praying has no connection with the 
praying for which we plead. We 
are stressing true praying, which 
engages and sets on fire every high 
element of the preacher’s beng — 
prayer which is born of vital one- 
ness with Christ and the fullness 
of the Holy Ghcst, which springs 
from the deep, overflowing foun- 
tains of tender compassion, death- 
less solicitude for man’s eternal 
good; a consuming zea] for the 
glory of God; a thorough convic- 
tion of the preacher’s diff'cult and 
delicate work and of the impera- 
tive need of God’s mightiest help. 


It is prayer force wh'ch makes 
saints. Holy characters are formed 
by the power of real praying. The 
more of true saints, the more of 
praying; the more of praying, the 
more of true saints. 

More time and early hours for 
prayer would act lke magic to 
revive and invigorate many a de- 
cayed spiritual life. More time 
and early hours for prayer would 
be manifest in holy living. A holy 
life would not be so rare or so 
difficult a thing if our devotions 
were not so short and hurried. 


To pray is the greatest thing 
we can do; and to do it well there 
must be calmness, time, and de- 
liberation; otherwise it is degraded 
into the littlest and meanest of 
th'ngs. True praying has the larg- 
est results for good; and poor 
praying, the least. We cannot do 
too much of real praying; we can- 
not do too little of the sham. We 
must learn anew the worth of 
prayer, enter anew the. school of 
prayer.—Selections from “Preacher 
and Prayer.”

marry were Christians. I made an 
appointment with them at 8:30 at 
my home. 
. When the party arrived at my 
home, I learned that they had 
heard me on the radio frequently, 
and scme way God had given them 
a love and respect for the unseen 
preacher whose messages had 
probed their hearts. After a bit of 
conversation the young couple 
stood, we went through this simple 
but most solemn ceremony, includ- 
ing Bible reading, prayer, and 
earnest exhortation. They took 
their solemn vows. With their 
hands together upon the license 
and that upon the Bible, I pro- 
nounced them man and wife on 
the authority of their love repre- 
sented by their united hands, on 
the authority of the state and so- 
ciety represented by the marriage 
license, and on the authority of 
the God who made them and loved 
them and put love in their hearts, 
as represented by the Bible. When 
the young bridegroom had kissed 
his bride, I took their hands in 
mine and asked them if they did 
not want their home to be a Chris- 
tian home, have Christ there ev- 
ery day, to have Him forgive all 
their sins and change their hearts. 
Eagerly each of them agreed. They 
trusted Christ and seemed happy 
and sure about it.

County jail, (with about 490 
prisoners, as I recall) called me 
and asked if I could bring some 
workers and have service in the 
jail Sunday afternoon, as f often 
do. We were glad to go. We met 
at the jail at 3:00, twenty-six of 
us, and had two splendid services 
in big corridors outside the cells 
where white men are imprisoned. 
Four stories high, the rows of cells 
rise above us there. The men have 
grown accustomed to our com'ng 
and now receive us most cordially. 
A large per cent of them came out 
of their bunks and stood by the 
bars and a good many joined 


heartily in the songs which they. 


knew. Brother L. H. Lawson, a 
minister of our church, preached 
in one service and I helped him 
with the invitation. On the other 
side I preached. God gave us 
liberty. There was deep conviction. 
I felt led to preach on the text, 
“There is no peace, saith my God, 
to the wicked’ found in Isaiah 
57:21. Well those men knew that 
they had no peace. When after a 
time I asked how many were sick

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and tired of sin and the ways of 
sin and the result of sin, many held 
their hands. One man who was 
sitting on the floor, Jeaped to his 
feet. We had our prayer and then 
during a solemn héart-searching 
time, one and then another and 
then others and others raised their 
hands openly to signify to their 
comrades and to us that they were 
definitely claiming Christ as Sav- 
iour, repenting of their sins, and 
were openly coming out that very 
day to start the Christian life. One 
man who claimed the Saviour in 
tears told us that he had a wife 
and baby. Some who heard us most 
solemnly are already under long 
sentences. I did not count, but sup- 
pose that there were twelve or 
fifteen who claimed Christ in the 
jail. 

Since then there came a note 
from one man in the jail by mail 
which said: 

“May 31, 1938 

“Rev. John R. Rice 

“Dear Sir: 

“I enjoyed your Sunday 
service here (Co. jail), and al- 
though I have been found 
guilty, I am innocent, and I 
have given-my heart to God. 
So whatever may come in the 
future, I can stand before God, 
also when the time comes to 
go to that land beyond the 
skies. For God in all His 
goodness has answered my 
prayers and brought peace to 
my troubled soul. 

“Sincerely and truly, 

(Signed) “Charles Wair 

Dallas County Jail, 
Dallas Texas.” 

Not all those who make profes- 
sions in the jail are saved, I sup- 
pose, nor all those who make pro- 
fessions anywhere else. Judas Is- 
cariot was not and the Lord Jesus 
warns us that “Not every one that 
saith unto me, Lord, Lord, shall 
enter into the kingdom of heav- 
en.”’ But it is not different at the 
jail. It is not easy to confess 
Christ boldly before scores of 
hardened sinners. We praise God 
for those who found Christ in the 
jail. 


Thirteen Professions at Hospital 
Monday Night 

It is our custom here at the 
church for several workers to go 
each Monday night to Parkland 
Hospital where they give out 
tracts; copies of The Sword of the 
Lord and to do personal work. Last 
Monday night those who went in- 
cluded Mrs. N. M. McBeth, Mrs. 
W. M. Harding, Mrs. W. M. Taylor, 
Mr. A. A. Austin, and Miss Lola 
Mae Bradshaw. They came back 
with the happy report of thirteen 
who claimed Christ as Saviour. 

This is a real work of gospel 
seed - sowing. Sometimes the re- 
sults seem few, often they are 
blessed and heartening. 

Sunday afternoon we were not 
able to go for the service in Mar- 
salis Park as we often do. Other 
calls we cannot fill many times 
but the Scripture says, “Blessed 
are ye that sow beside all waters” 
(Isa. 32:20). And we often claim 
the blessed promise: “Cast thy 
bread upon the waters: for thou 
shalt find it after many days” 
(Eccl. 11:1). 

Christians, let us sow more 
abundantly and we will reap more 
abundantly. “He which soweth 
sparingly shall reap also sparing- 
ly; and he which soweth bounti- 
fully shall reap also bountifully” 
(II Cor. 9:6). 

And do not forget that dear 
promise in Psalm 126:5, 6: “They 
that sow in tears shall reap in joy. 
He that goeth forth and weepeth, 
bearing precious seed, shall doubt- 
less come again with rejoicing, 
bringing his sheaves with him.” 

‘There is a happy moving of the 
Spirit in the hearts of our people. 
Yesterday afternoon in the Wom- 
en’s Meeting, one yourg woman 
told with tears the great joy she 
had in this church and asked 
prayer for her brother for whom 
she was deeply burdened. So many 
had burdens for loved ones that 
the prayer service continued from 
1:30 till nearly 4:00 o’clock. 

Not nearly all these who are con- 
verted jo'n our church here. A 
good many of them do. praise the 
Lerd. In this vear. 1938. we have 
had baptizing of those who joined 
the church for baptism every Sun- 
day night except four, I believe. 
We do not win nearly so many as 
we ought. Of those who are saved, 
we ought to have far more to fol- 
low the Lord in baptism. But we 


} are earnestly praying for a great 
' outbreaking revival, and we want 


readers of The Sword of the Lord 
to join in prayer. And we know 
that you who are saved will re- 
joice with us and we know “there 
is joy in the presence of the angels 
of God over one sinner that re- 
penteth.”’ 


Perhaps someone who reads this 
is not a Christian, has never been 
saved. Oh, how near the Saviour 
is! He loves you. If you turn to 
Him with all your heart, trusting 
Him to forgive your sins, depend- 
ing upon His shed blood poured 
out on Calvary to redeem you, then 
you will be saved today.
